PORT SAID, Dec. 22 (Kyodo- 
UP) — The last Anglo-French 
soldiers left Egypt Saturday 
under an umbrella of carrier- 
based fighter planes and the 
watchful guns of United Nations, 
troops. The 47-day occupation 
of Port Said was ended. 

The last 1,000 troops began 
marching aboard transports at 
4:15 p.m. taking with them 12 
tanks that were the last remnant 
of the armored forces landed

Low-flying carrier planes cir- 
cled the tense city watching for

helmeted international forces 
quickly dispersed them as soon 
as reconnaissance aircraft 
radioed position reports. 
Danish U.N. troops manned 
rooftops of high buildings sur- 
rounding the half-mile square 
embarkation perimeter as the 
last Allied forces pulled out. 


U.N. Recess Begins 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
22 (INS)—The. U.N. Assembly 
began its Christmas _ recess 
Saturday considerably encourag- 
ed by assurances of early with- 
drawal of Israeli forces from the 
Sinai Desert and the full evacua- 
tion from Egypt this weekend of 
Anglo-French troops.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22— 
President Eisenhower decided 
Friday to take more time in de- 
termining whether to accept a 
Tariff Commission recommenda- 
tion for an increase in the duty 
on imports of cotton velveteen 
fabrics. 


The commission made its rec- 
ommendations Oct. 24 and ordi- 
narily the President would act 
within 60 days or by Dec. 24. 
But in letters to the chairman 
of the Senate Finance and 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, the President said that: 


“Because of the nature of the 
issues involved, however, it is 
now apparent that these studies 
will require more time than is 
usually necessary in these mat- 
ters.” 

On Oct. 24 the Tariff Com- 
mission recommended that 
Eisenhower virtually doubie 
existing duties on imports of 
cotton velveteen fabrics, It 
said there had been a 450 per 
cent inerease in these imporis, 
which come almost exclusively 
from Japan and Italy, and this 
had caused serious injury to 
the U.S. velveteen industry. 

The recommendation, made 
after a nine-month investiga- 
tion, urged the President to 
modify tariff concessions under 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade by raising 
the duty on plain backed vel- 
veteens from 25 per cent ad 
valorem to 46% per cent. 

The commission recommend- 
ed the duty on_ twill-back 
velveteens be ircreased to 56% 
per cent ad valorem. The duty 
on this type of fabric now is 
25 cents per square yard but 
not less than 22% per cent ad 
valorem nor more than ,30 per 
cent ad valorem, 

Three American firms now. 
are producing the plain and 
twill-back vglveteens. Their 
sales reached a peak of 3% 


million square yards in 1953 but!

Friday night’s revolt against 
Ishibashi’s Cabinet program re- 
sulted directly from the fact 
that in the proposed Cabinet 
lineup, three portfolios were of- 
fered to Secretary-General Miki’s 
faction and two to former Fi- 
nance Minister Hayato Ikeda’s 
clan. 

The Kishi-Ishii rebellion was 
later joined by party eldei 
Bamboku Ohno as well as tne 
House of Councillors group. 
Ohno and the Upper House fac- 
tion were prevailed upon early 
Saturday morning when Ishi- 
bashi made earnest pleas for 
cooperation. 


The Kishi and Ishii clans, 
however, remained adamant on 
their demands for more Cai- 
net posts. The Ishii group, 
which was instrumental in the 
success of the _  Ishibashi-for- 
president move, was  particu- 
larly ired because Ishibashi’s 
Cabinet roster offered it only 
two portfolios. In his Saturday 
morning talk with Ikeda, one 
of the Prime Minister-desig- 
nate’s chief aides in the Cabinet 
formation program, Ishii blunt- 
ly refused cooperation unless 
Ishibashi changed his Cabinet 
fineup. 

The Kishi faction was offered 
four Cabinet posts as against its 
demand for eight. 

The Ishii group, meeting in a 
caucus Saturday evening, decid- 
ed to demand a “wholesale” 
change in Ishibashi’s policy re- 
garding the Cabinet formation.

For “the best possible menu 
‘at the least possible expense, 
you can’t beat a turkey din- 
ner—the most représentative 
of American foods. 

Especially, says Pittsburgh 
chef Otto Spielbichler, if it’s 
“roast tom turkey with giblet 
gravy, Princess Anne stuffing, 
sweet potatoes imperial and 
cranberry sauce.” 

That’s one of the menus that 
Spielbichler and three other 
American chefs prepared at the 
international cooking olympics 
at Frankfurt, Germany, to win 
a first prize, two silver prizes 
of honor and the prize of prizes, 
the olympic gold cup. 

This meal, so much like the 
one most American families 
enjoy on holidays, may sound 
too simple to rate as_ the 
world’s best cooking, but Spiel- 
bichler points out: 

“The judges wanted the best 
possible menus at the least 
possible expense. What could 
be more practical, more rep- 
resentative of American food?” 

Spielbichler, for 25 years ex- 
ecutive chef at  Pittsburgh’s 
University Club, offered detail- 
ed recipes for the prize-winning 
stuffing and sweet potatoes: 
“Princess Anne Stuffing (for 
10): 
“22 ounces bread; 13 ounces 
pork shoulder, or sausage meat; 
turkey liver; two ounces mush- 
rooms; two to three ounces 
two to three ounces 


“Dry bread completely (or 
start with stale bread) and trim 
crusts. Soak in plain water and 
hang in cheesecloth overnight 
or press to dry completely 
again. Combine pork, liver, 
mushrooms, onions and celery 
and saute carefully in a skillet 
over a slow fire, avoiding cook- 
ing completely or browning. 
Run sauteed ingredients through 
fine blade of meat chopper.

In the in- 
dentation of the pineapple place 
a disc of banana and put a ma- 
raschino cherry on the banana. 
Bring to boiling point and place 
in 325 degree oven. Bake for 
15 or 20 minutes, basting several 
times with maple syrup.” 

Spielbichler said the Ameri- 
can cranberry sauce that “made 
a hit” at the olympics was in- 
vented by a fellow chef Paul 
Laesecke of Pittsburgh, also a 
member of the U.S, cooking 
team. 

This recipe combines 50 per 
cent cranberries with 25 per 
cent fresh oranges and 25 per 
cent apples, with sugar in pro- 
portion (about 20 per cent of) 
the whole). The cranberries, 
oranges and apples—with skins 
on, but seeds and cores removed 
—are run minced through a 
grinder, The mixture is blend- 
ed with double-strength liquid 
raspberry jello (using half the 
usuak quantity of water) and 
chilled solid before serving.

them postponed. His most re 
cent postponement came just 
two weeks ago when he claimed 
he was a victim of a virus dis- 
ease and couldn't meet Gene 
Fullmer for his title bout in 
New York on Dec, 12. 

It may have been virus, but 
some on the boxing scene, most- 
ly in the camp of challenger 
Fullmer, believe he is suffering 
from what is described as ‘Pat- 
terson’s Disease.” Patterson’s 
disease is a sickness that effects 


old fighters, and was first diag- 


nosed in Chicago on Nov. 30, 
when in the fifth round Floyd 
Patterson caught up with old- 
timer Archie Moore. It occurr- 


. ed again the next day when ex- 


champ Ezzard Charles decided 
to hang up his gloves after 
taking beatings from  second- 
raters here of late. 


The theory is that Robinson 
caught the disease while watch- 
ing the 21-year-old heavyweight 
clobber the ring veteran on tele- 
vision. Then and .there he 
thought better of his scheduled 
fight with Fullmer and decided 
to call it off for a while.

Tokyo to Start 


Building Games 
Village in 1957

Construction of an Olympic 
Village will begin early next 
year in a Tokyo suburban area 
for the Third Asian Games 
here in May, 1958. 

A spokesman for the Tokyo 
Metropolitan Government told 
United Press Saturday that the 
Village will be built either at 
Kitami or Ekoda, about 40 
minutes and 20 minutes, respec- 
tively, by bus from the sports 
facilities at the Meiji Shrine 
Outer Gardens. 

The spokesman said _ the 
Olympic Village was an entirely 
separate project from the Olym- 
pic Village envisaged if Tokyo 
ls awarded the 1964 Olym- 
pic Games. In the latter case, 
the city hopes to use the pres- 
ent Washington Heights United 
States dependent housing area, 
which is adjacent to the shrine 
grounds. 

A final decision on picking 
Kitami or Ekoda is expected 
soon, the spokesman said. 

He said Tokyo anticipates 
the need to house some 1,500 of- 
ficials and athletes from 20 Asian 
countries in the Third Asian 
Games. He said he expected an 
increase over the 1,300 that 
participated in the last Games at 
Manila in 1954. 

_ The spokesman said plans 
call for the construction of 10 
buildings for men and five 
others for the women officials 
and athletes. Estimated cost is

Japanese shipbuilding firms 
are turning their attention to- 
ward enlarging their shipbuild- 
ing facilities to handle orders 
for construction of mammo 
tankers on the strength of pro- 
spects that the current ship- 
building boom definitely is go- 
ing to last throughout next 
year, Kyodo reports. 


They believe that the trend 
for construction of more tank- 


ers, especially large ones, spur-| 


red particularly by the block- 
age of the Suez Canal, is going 
to become stronger and they 
must swiftly lay down the 
groundwork for receiving for- 
eign orders for big oil carriers. 

Foreign orders for tanker 
construction are expected to 
come to Japan as shipbuilders 
in various Western European 
countries are reported to have 
a four to five-year backlog of 
orders to fill. 

Indicative of the mammoth 
tanker trend is the Mitsubishi 
Shipbuilding Company’s receipt 
of orders for construction of 
orders for construction of two 
super-tankers of 65,000 gross 
tons from the United States. 
The U.S. itself lately has dis- 
closed a program to build 31 
large oil carriers, including 
three of 100,000 gross tons. 

According to a Transporta- 
tion Ministry survey, there were 
193 cases of investment in equip- 
ment by shipbuilders aggregat- 
ing 3,430 millién yen in value 
during the last fiscal year. 

Reflecting the interest of ship- 
builders in bolstering their con- 
struction capacity to meet 
future demands, similar invest- 
ment cases during the first half 
of the present fiscal year up to 
September reached 124 cases 
valued at ¥2,440 million. 

It appears, moreover, that 
this trend to expand facilities 
further is going to intensify in 
the latter half of the current 
fiscal vear. 

Transportation Ministry stat- 
istics show that at the present 
time there are only three docks 
in Japan which can undertake 
construction of tankers larger 
than 60,000 gross tons, two 
possessed by Mitsubishi Ship- 
building and the other by) 
Harima Dockyard. Japan Steel 
Tube’s Tsurumi Dockyard is 
furthermore expected to apply 
for enlargement of one of its 
dockyards to handle super- 
tanker construction. | 

The Transportation Ministry 
gave approval to 15 shipbuild- 
ing firms to carry out 24 cases 
of equipment expansion ag- 
gregating ¥490 million in value 
in October. Seven shipbuilding 
firms were involved in eight 
cases of expansion in Novem- 
ber valued at ¥480 million.

U.K. Talks

million, while the bank’s ad- 
vances would increase ¥95,000 
million, 

The amount of excess with- 
drawal of Government funds 
would be some ¥90,000 million 
more than the ¥117,400 million 
for the corresponding period 
of this year, and the excess 
withdrawal of currency out- 
standing would be ¥10;900 mil- 
lion to ¥20,900 million more 
than ¥99,100 million for the 
like period of this year.

Ministry sources ascribed the 
addition to the fact that the 
nation’s wool consumption for 
this year is expected to reach

the initial goal of 820,000 bales. 


The extra allocation boosted 
the total raw wool foreign ex- 
change budget for this year to 
$279,300,000 from the initial 
$180,400,000. 


Japan’s total raw wool im- 
ports for this year, thus, will 
amount to 1,170,000 bales or 
440,000 bales larger than last 
year.

At this very moment, the 
Japanese people are deep in the 
biggest buying spree in their 
history. 

For evidence you have only 
to drop in one of the big de- 
partment stores where what 
was only a large crowd last 
Christmas has now become a 
frenzied mob bidding for every- 
thing from baby carriages and 
hi-fi record players to winter 
suits and gas heaters. 

Record Business 

Statistically, department store 
sales this year have been 
averaging about 15 per cent 
more month by month than in 
1955, But yearend buying this 
year has soared nearly 30 per 
cent Over a year ago. 

For example, just a few days 
ago Mitsukoshi Department 
Store reported a record ¥200 
million sales in one day. The 
store estimates its turnover for 
December will reach ¥3,000 
million. Seibu. Department, 
located in a Tokyo suburb, saw 
150,000 customers jamming its 
counters in a single day, walk- 
ing out with ¥70 million worth 
of goods. Major department 
stores in Tokyo are expected to 
gross over ¥18,000 million for 
the month. 

This retail boom is not con- 
fined to department stores— 
they only provide a convenient 
yardstick. Right down the line 
retail establishments of al) 
sizes are enjoying a greater 
volume of Christmas ‘sales than 
ever before. ! 
Good Bonuses 

All this: is the result of 
phenomenally high yearend 
bonus payments to wage 
earners—which are also up to 
30 per cent higher, on the 
average, than last year. For ex- 
ample, one major oil company 
has awarded an average bonus 
of ¥70,000—the highest in ail 


Japan. Another firm reports 
that its section chiefs have 
been given bonuses ranging 


from ¥200,000 to ¥300,000. 

It is quite evident from the 
retail sales volume, that the 
Japanese people are now less 
inclined to salt away their 
extra income than ever before. 
Japan is riding a wave of high 
optimism—and no one expects 
any economic misfortune. On 
the contrary, the general feei- 
ing is that next year will be 
even better. 


| diehards, worrying about the 
seeming disappearance of tradi- 
tional Japanese thriftiness, are 
openly critical of the current 
spending ‘spree. They have not 
quite accepted the notion that, 
as long as the nation can afford 
it, only a high level of produc- 
tion and sales for domestic use 
can bring the current pros- 
-perity into the homés of office 
workers and factory employes. 
There are times when it is 
healthier for an economy to 
spend than to save, 
Luxury Goods 

It is important to note, too, 
that public buying. has dug 
deeper into luxury items than 
ever before. The number of 
families that can afford televi- 
sion sets, electric washers, or 
gas ranges (not to mention 
automobiles) is still pathetical- 
ly small. But it is growing 
rapidly—in large part because 
of a spurt in available in- 
stallment credit. The “easy-pay- 
ments” plan has become an im- 
portant part of retailing in 
Japan. 


All these, however, are only 
surface indications of the big- 
gest business boom Japan has 
ever enjoyed. And, as always, 
foreign trade is the somewhat 
precarious foundation. This 
year, for the first time, export 
receipts will rise over the 
$3,000 million level ($2,938 
million through November al- 
ready). 

The favorable balance for the 
calendar year will be in the 
neighborhood of $300 million— 
far less than 1955’s $494 mil- 
lion, but only because imports 
have increased sharply. 


Higher Output 

Industrial production has 
kept abreast of this expansion. 
Factory and mine output in 
October was 25 per cent higher 
than a year ago. In all but a 
few specialized industries (like 
textile machinery) the produc- 
tion increase has been steady 
and dramatic through the year. 

The current boom, which has 
obviously reached the pocket- 
book of the Japanese worker, 
must be giving Sohyo unionists 
and Socialist politicians some 
soul-searching moments.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)—The 
stock market Friday made its best 
rally in more than a week and then 
closed its doors for four days until 
after the holiday. 


The advance was totally unex- 
pected in Wall Street and showed 
how emotional and unpredictable 
the market can be at times. 


The previous sessions of .the 
week were dominated by caution 
as to what the long weekend might 
bring in the way of news and also 
by tax-loss selling and switching 
in preparation for 1956 income tax 
statements. 


The market started out in a 
similar mood Friday, but a kind of 
Christmas shopping spree started. 
A period of quiet followed. Then 
there was more activity and trad-{ 
ing up of prices right before the 
close. 


Leading issues were up from 
fractions to around $2 a share and 
some specialties stepped beyond 
this. 


The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks rose $1.40 to $180.20, put- 
ting it ahead for the week. The 
rise in the average brought an es- 
timated increase of about $1,700,- 
000,000 in the quoted value of all 
stocks listed on the New York stock 
exchange. 


Wall Street observers ascribed 
the rise to the improved tone of 
foreign news and some encouraging 
corporate reports. 


The most active stock was Radio 
Corp., up %4 at 3542 on 32,200 shares. 


Second was Royal Dutch (new), 
up 1% at 423%. 


Third was Studebaker-Packard, 
up % at 7.

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Armed Forces Abroad 
rhere is little doubt that the question of the mainten- 
ance of troops by various Powers in countries other than 
their own, and the relation of this practice to the principles 
laid down in the United Nations Charter, will come in for 
increasing discussion in the not-distant future. 
Fundamentally, of course, the practice—a hangover of 
World War II—is an undesirable if a temporarily necessary 
one, and its continuance must be regarded as a measure of , 
the failure to secure a satisfactory postwar cooperation 


among the nations. 


While the Americans since the war have mairftained 
armed forces in a number of countries, including Japan, 
and built airbases on foreign territory, it cannot be said 
that these have iyveen used to put political pressure on their 


hosts. 


But In the ease of Soviet Russia the situation is quite 


otherwise. - , 


Soviet armies in the Red satellite countries of East Eu- 
rope are the backbone of the Communist regimes set up 
tliere and, as in the tragic case of Hungary, they may be 
used to force the Red tyranny more firmly on the necks of 
the inhabitants. But, of course, Moscow can plead to some 
extent the old adage that what is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander and if the United States, Britain and 
France have troops in other lands it is entitled to have 


the same. 
Poland, which seems of 


late to have won a certain 


degree of freedom from Moscow’s dictates, signed a military 
agreement last Monday giving her a say in the movement 
of Soviet troops within Polish borders. Some of the provi- 
sions of this agreement are of special interest. For instance, 
it is provided that Soviet troops in Poland, stationed there 
on the basis of the Warsaw Pact, shall not move within the 
country without the Polish Government’s foreknowledge 


and approval. 


The number and location of these Soviet 


troops are to be agreed upon mutually. 

This should go some way ih preventing the use of the 
Soviet military to coerce and overawe any section of the 
Polish people in order to get them to act in a manner 
‘which Moscow considers politically desirable—as it appears 
they were used in Poland’s. October revolution and have 
certainly been so used in the case of Hungary. But it would 
seem to be clear that if conditions were settled in Poland 
to the satisfaction of the Polish people, as they should be 
by now, there would be no need for Russian soldiers in the 
country. Consequently, onejis forced to the conclusion that, 
whatever the safeguards secured by the Poles, they are re- 
tained there for the benefit of Moscow and not of Poland. 


From an international point of view the whole question 


is indelibly associated with disarmament. 


The world can 


hardly hope for disarmament while various Powers believe 
they must retain forces in other countries for security 


reasons. . 


Although a reply from President Eisenhower to disar- 
mament proposals put forth by Soviet Premier Bulganin on 
November 17 is now being considered by a North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization committee, Mr. Dulles declared the. 
same day that there had been no change in the East Eu- 
ropean situation sufficient to justify a reappraisal of Amer- 
ican military dispositions in Europe. He said there might 
be some streamlining of U.S. divisions in Europe but there 
was no plan for reducing American military strength there. 


Later he remarked that the American Government was 
not prepared to review the military situation on the conti- 
nent of Europe on any basis which presupposed the con- 
tinued division of Germany. This pointed reference to the 
unhappy position of Germany shows a realization that it 
is Soviet Russia’s policy to keep Eastern Germany in its 
grip, as well as the Red States of East Europe, as a sort of 
protective screen for the USSR. Mr. Dulles says the United 
States would like-to take away the fear of Soviet leaders 
that their system would be endangered if they facilitated 
the process of increasing independence for the satellite 


countries. 


We have then a muddled situation in which each side 
of the ideological fence is afraid of the other. Neither seem- 
ingly can be persuaded to take a major step to break the 
deadlock. And yet the deadlock must be broken if the ep- 
pressive burden of armaments and the fear of an eventual 
armed conflict are to be eliminated. 

When the United Nations comes to closer grips with 
this and kindred problems we hope that Japan, who pos- 
sesses very small self-defense forces and is now a member 
of the international organization, will be able to do her part 

in bringing common sense to bear on this strange im- 


broglio.

Selection of Key Party. Officials Sir Ishibashi Regime 


The past week of continuous 
conferences held by conserva- 
tive leaders to select new party 
officials has underlined the fact 
that since the merger in Novem- 
ber 1955, the party is more 
important than the cabinet 
in determining government- 
al policy and legislative success 
in the Diet. By the same token, 
the argument over party posts 
emphasizes that the success of 
the new Ishibashi Cabinet de- 
pends upon effective relations 
between party and cabinet, for 
in the last analysis this deter- 
mines effectiveness of control 


‘over party organs. 


The crucial importance of 
party control produced the 
quick agreement last week 
among party leaders that selec- 
tion of new officials should 
precede naming the Cabinet. A 
recognition of the same point is 
implicit in Ishibashi’s statement 
that one of his key objectives as 
president is to end factionalism, 

Ishibashi’s dilemma is that to 
succeed as president and premi- 
er he must secure the appoint- 
ment of men to key party posts 
on whose support he can rely. 
Continued factional strife, how- 
ever, makes it mandatory that 
no naked partisan be appointed 
and that he puruse a conciliato- 
ry compromise policy toward 
recent — rivals. Harmony re- 
quires compromise, but exces- 
sive cOMpromise would destroy 
Ishibashi’s influence and con- 
trol. His dilemma is made no 
easier by his being a minority 
president, with the coalition 
which secured his election win- 
ning by a margin of only seven 
votes. 

In effective party relations 


two posts are of key importance, 
those of the Chief Cabinet Sec- 
retary and the Secretary-Gener- 
al. The former is responsible 
for coordinating the business of 
the cabinet and acting as the 
Government’s spokesman in reg- 
ular conferences with the 
press. He algo has a major re- 
sponsibility for maintaining 
effective relations between cabi- 
net and party. With the rise in 
party government, this hag be- 
come increasingly important. 
Every Prime Minister of neces- 
sity appoints to such a post an 
individual in whom he has full 
confidence. 
Needs Party ence 

To be effective the Chief Cabi- 
net Secretary must be a man of 
extensive and proven party ex- 
perience. Yoshida’s concern 
with the first and failure to rec- 
ognize the second contributed 
materially to his deteriorating 
party relations after 1952, That 
Ishibashi recognizes both is 
evident in his selection of Hiro- 
hide Ishida, a member of the 
Diet since 1947, a veteran of 
various party and Diet _ posts, 
and long a leader of the Ishiba- 
shi bloc. The post normally is 
a stepping stone to a Cabinet 
appointment. 

But the Chief Cabinet Secre- 
tary is more concerned with 
party “relations” than with con- 
trol, and since the latter is more 
important, the selection of the 
Secretary-General was the 
hinge around which major de- 
bate on party officials swung 
last week. The Chief Cabinet 
Secretary may readily be an 
open partisan of the premier, 


‘Japan’s Price for U.N. Entry 


From British Opinion 


The past fortnight has cer- 
tainly been important for Japan 
in the international field. She 
has resumed diplomatic rela- 
tions with the USSR and has 
been admitted to the United 
Nations, the formal vote by the 
General Assembly having taken 
place on Dec, 18 The two 
events are closely related politi- 
cally as well as chronologically 
for such are the curious condi- 
tions governing admittance to 
the international body that fit- 
ness for membership in any ob- 
jective sense has perforce to 
wait upon subjective calcula- 
tion’ based undisguisedly on 
power politics, 

A large majority of the mem- 
bers of the United Nations has 
long been convinced of Japan’s 
suitability for membership. 
That conviction, however, has 
been powerless to effectuate the 
desired result as long as Soviet 
Union opposition persisted. She 
has now come to terms with the 
USSR and the claims of her 
manifest suitability are no 
longer resisted. Whatever can 
be said of the process, the re- 
sult, at least, is welcomed by 
many, including the _ British, 
who have consistently done 
their best to bring it about. 

As to the terms that Japan 
has come to. with the Soviet 
Union, there is certainly reason 
to congratulate the Japanese 
prisoners of war who are at lust 
being released after more than 
11 years of captivity since the 
end of the seven days’ war. For 
the rest, whatever the terms, 
the important.thing is that the 
two governments are again in 
normal relations. Such normal 
relations are normally produc- 
tive of reciprocal advantage. 
Events alone can show if this 
will be so in the present case.

She can make .her voice heard 
there and, to that extent, pro- 
mote her interests more effec- 
tively than through bilateral 
diplomatic exchanges to which, 
apart from participation in the 
work of some of the United Na- 
tions specialized agencies, she 
has so far been confined. 


- This achievement marks the 
end of a long series of efforts 
dating back to 1952, when, on 
June 23, Japan first applied for 
membership of the United 
Nations, only to have her ap- 
plication vetoed in September 
by the USSR. In November 
1953, she appointed one of her 
most senior and distinguished 
diplomats, Renzo Sawada, as 
observer at United Nations 
headquarters and in May, 1955, 
he was succeeded by Toshikazu 
Kase “whose efforts have arous- 
ed general admiration,” as Sir 
Pierson Dixon, the British dele- 
gate, put it on Dec. 12 this year. 


During that three-year period, 
Japan made three more appli- 
cations for membership, all of 
which were vetoed by the 
USSR. Now, at long last, suc- 
cess has been achieved, 


Japan has entered the United 
Nations, then, because she has 
come to terms with the Soviet 
Union. She has had the un- 
qualified support of Britain, the 
Commonwealth and the United 
States in her efforts to get in, 
She has had considerable sup- 
port from the Afro-Asian na- 
tions who are in already. She 
is in, hawever, because she has 
concluded a treaty with the So- 
viet Union. There is no need 
to labor the point. It furnishes 
a guide to United Nations ways 
and underlines the price that 
Japan has paid for membership. 
What she now does with that

Nixon’s Friends and Allies 


WASHINGTON —A _sreshuffi- 
ing of the top Administration 
posts is now in prospect, as al- 
ways after an election. And 
when the game of musical 
chairs is over, Vice-President 
Richard M. Nixon, who was no 
Throttlebottom in the first 
Eisenhower Administration, may 
emerge as the second Elisen- 
hower Administration’s second 
most powerful man. 


Within the next several 
months, there may be six new 
faces in the Cabinet—in the 
State, Defense, Justice, Post 
Office, Commerce and Treasury 
places. And of the six new 
faces, the Vice-President will in 
all likelihood recognize in three 
and perhaps four either a close 
personal friend or a powerful 
political ally. 


Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is expected to be among 
the first to depart. Until re- 
cently, Dulles had wanted to 
stay on until his 70th birthday, 
in February, 1958. But in the 
nature of things, Secretaries of 
State are expendable. Dulles’ 
personal relationship with the 
leading foreign figures with 
whom he must deal k now 
strained, to say the least. To 
take only one example, Dulles 
and: British Prime Minister 
Eden are each firmly and mutu- 
ally convinced that he was trick- 
@d by the other in the Suez 
crisis. (One recalls the little cou-

W ASHINGTON—The story of 
how the United States permit- 
ted British and French relations 
to deteriorate to the lowest 
point since 1864 and the part 
American oil companies and 
certain State Department offi- 
cials had to do with it has never 
been told. Probably the full 
story will not be told until 
either a Senate committee sub- 
poenas the documents or the 
State Department itself issues a 
white paper, as is customary, 
10 vears later. 

However, from  unimpeach- 
able sources, here are some of 
the highlights and details of 
this important and tragic chap- 
ter in our history, 

The man primarily in charge 
of American policy at this time 
was Herbert Hoover, Jr., the 
charming, sometimes naive Act- 
ing Secretary of State. He was 
assisted from time to time by 
John Foster Dulles, then re- 
covering from a cancer opera- 
tion. Secretary Dulles at all 
times concurred with Hoover in 
his anti-British, 
policy, and seemed personally 
bitter against both countries for 
going into Suez without consult- 
ing him, 

Hoover, according to his as- 
sociates in the State Depart- 
ment, seemed to share the anti- 
British attitude of his father, 
who was once excoriated by 
Justice Joyce of the British 
High Court of Justice for taking 
possession of the title deeds to 
a Chinese mining property “by 
main force.” 

Oil Diplomat 


In any event, Acting Secre- 
tary of State Hoover did not 
abstain from handling matters 
affecting oil companies, as is 
customary in order to avoid a 
conflict of interest, When 
Joseph P. Cotton was Under- 
secretary of State in the Hoover 
Administration, Cotton disqua:i- 
fied himself from handling any 
problem affecting the Dillon 
Read Investment Firm, finan- 
cier of the Arabian-American 
Oil Company, because Cotton 
had been the attorney for Dil- 
lon Read. 

When James Forrestal was 
Secretary of Defense, he dis- 
qualified himself from Middle 
East oil decisions because he 
had been president of Dillon 
Read. 

Hoover has been an old diplo- 
mat for years. He was the oil 
companies’ ambassador to Vene- 
zuela, Chile, Peru, Brazil, and 
more recently Iran. Hoover's 
company, United Geophysical, 
has been retained at one time 
or other by most of the big oil 
companies. He was also a direc- 
tor of Union Oil of California, 
which has arranged a prospec- 
tive marriage with Gulf Oil. 
Union is selling $120,000,000 of 
its 25-year debentures to Gulf, 
which are to be’ converted into 
Union common stock, thus giv- 
ing Gulf a 22.4 per cent interest 
in Union. This would control. 

An estimated 92 per cent of 
Gulf’s crude oil reserves are in 
the Middle East—22 billion bar- 
rels. Only two billion barrels of 


Gulf’s reserves are in the west-. 


ern hemisphere. : 

Gulf, of course, is controlled 
and largely owned by the Mellon 
family, whose founder, Andrew 
Mellon, was Secretary of the 
Treasury under Coolidge and 
Hoover. The Mellon and Hoover 
families have been close. 

How vitally Gulf Oil was af- 
fected by the Suez crisis is 
shown by the stock market. Its 
stock dropped 20 points as a 
result of investors’ fears that 
its huge Arabian reserves might 
be jeopardized. 

Yet Herbert Hoover, Jr., with 
both f~ancial and family ties 
to Guh ©, did not disqualify 
himself :rom State Department 
decisions affecting oil. On the 
contrary he made most of the

gradually the President, alarm- 
ed at the drift, began to take a 
personal hand. 

No Oil for Allies 

It was Hoover who primarily 
laid down the policy that no oil 
must be shipped to England and 
France. 

All during the Suez crisis, 
State Department associates say 
that Hoover was adamant in his 
determination to appease the 
Arabs. It was he who during 
the crucial night conference at 
the White House Nov. 5 one 
day before election, warned 
that Russia planned war. He 
was so panic-stricken that the 
entire multibillion-dollar oil re 
serves of the Near East would 
fall into Russian hands that the 
Strategic Air Command wes 
alerted, and all atomic ships 
with atomic installations were 
ordered out to sea. 

Allen Dulles,. head of Central 
Intelligence, finally quieted 
Hoover's fears and persuaded 
the President that Russia was 
bluffing. However, it was on 
that nicht, and largely as a re- 
sult of Hoover's panic, that 
Fisenhower rushed stern mes 
sages to Prime Ministers Eden 
and Mollet demanding that they 
cease hostilities In Suez. 

Ar.bassador Douglas Dillon in 
Paris has now publicly admitted 
the truth, despite State Depart- 
ment embarrassment, that this, 
not desire to work with the U.N. 
caused the ceasefire. 

Whatever the reasons, how- 
ever, and no matter how foolish 
the original attack, the resulting 
ceasefire left the French and 
British out on the worst limb in 
a good many vears of history, 
with the canal one-quarter o 
cupied and three-quarters block- 
ed. They became the laughing 
stock of the Arab world, 

It was at about this time that 
President Eisenhower agreed to 
hold a three-power conference 
with Prime Minister Eden and 
Premier Mollet in Washington to 
repair some of the damage done 
by the Suez mess. When Hoover 
learned of this hé communi: 
cated with Secretary Dulles in 
Walter Reed Hospita’, and 
Dulles persuaded the President 
to withdraw the invitation al- 
ready extended to Eden, 

Hoover’s and Dulles’ strategy 
was partly to curry favor with 
the Arab world, partly to punish 
the French and British for act- 
ing without consulting the 
United States. This, incidentally, 
was one reason the French and 
British got so sore when Dulles. 
in Paris last week reserved the 
right to act without consulting 
our allies.

Herter is very close w the 
Vice-President.

strengthened by Harold Stas 
sen’s abortive putach to replace 
Nixon with Herter in the Vire 
Presidency, It is significant that 
when Herter decided he id mex 
want to run for Governér again 
he turned to Nixon and asked 
him to intervene with the Pree 
ident, to beg the President. sot 
to--put pressure on Herter w 
run again, and W indicete the! 
Herter would be interesied im « 
foreign policy post after hie 
term ran out.
